75 computers in the building and a wide range of equipment,

including scooters and communication devices; and

WHEREAS, In addition to improving the curriculum, for the

last several years, Mr. Wisniewski has worked with the parents
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club, the Alpha Gamma Delta Alumni Sorority, the Northwest
Suburban Special Education Organization, alumni, and local
businesses to raise money for a handicapped accessible
playground, which will not only provide recreation for Kirk
students but will also include educational opportunities;
construction began the week following his retirement;
